SUMMARY 


On August 2, 2019, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Force and Shooting Rollout Team, 
comprised of Lieutenant Robert Jones II, Sergeant Robert Jones Jr., and Sergeant 
Emest Ferreras, responded to Garfield Avenue and Century Boulevard in the city of 
South Gate regarding an on-duty, deputy involved hit shooting (DIS). The incident 
involved Lakewood Station (LKD) Deputies Karla Farias and Andrew Makins. Deputy 
Farias was struck by the suspect's vehicle, and Deputy Makins fired his duty weapon, 
which resulted in the injury of Suspect Joseph Young. 


Suspect Young sustained a gunshot wound to his chest and was transported to St. 
Francis Medical Center, where he was treated for his injury. 


Lieutenant Jones took reasonable steps to ensure the involved employees and witness 
personnel did not discuss the incident amongst themselves or with uninvolved persons 
prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators. 


Investigators Dean Camarillo, “4. and Scott Matlock, HEE, from the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Homicide Bureau assumed control of the 
shooting investigation. For further information regarding the investigation conducted by 
Homicide Bureau, refer to the Homicide casebooks Volumes |, II, and III under file 
number 019-16741-1361-057 [EXHIBIT A, VOLUMES |, Il, and III]. 


The Justice System Integrity Division (JSID) of the Los Angeles County District 
Attorney's Office reviewed the non-fatal shooting of Suspect Young. In their letter of 
opinion, dated September 14, 2020, Deputy District Attorney Shannon Presby 
concluded Deputy Makins used reasonable force in defense of another when he fired 
his firearm at Suspect Young [EXHIBIT B]. 
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SYNOPSIS 


On August 2, 2019, at approximately 0855 hours, LKD dispatch personnel received a 
9-1-1 call from Witness ) [EXHIBIT C, audio 
recording of Witnesses call]. Witness J told the 
dispatcher Suspect Young needed help because he attempted suicide earlier in the 
moming by drinking bleach. Suspect Young left the residence in his white GMC truck 


(C.A. license . Witness believed Suspect Young was driving to his 
(Wines E 
Deputy Lina Pimentel, Unit #136B, was assigned the call for 


service [EXHIBIT A, Volume I, LKD Incident History Report, #LKD19214-1 03, pages 
15 and 16]. While at the residence, Witnesses BEININ] and (Suspect 

) told Deputy Pimentel that Suspect Young was bipolar and 
schizophrenic. He had not taking his prescribed medication and they believed he was 
suicidal. 


Shortly thereafter, Witness IJ called 9-1-1 to report Suspect Young was following 
her as she traveled by UBER to work [EXHIBIT C, audio recording of Witness 

9-1-1 call]. Before arriving at work, Suspect Youn: successfully forced 
Witness out of the UBER and into his truck. Witness aa remained on 
the phone with the 9-1-1 dispatcher as Suspect Young continued to drive to her job. 
When they arrived, Witness {J convinced Suspect Young to allow her to enter 
her job to get money. While at her job, a call for service was dispatched, indicating a 
female was being kidnapped and the suspect was waiting outside [EXHIBIT A, Volume 
|, LKD Incident History Report, #LKD19214-107, pages 17-20]. South Gate Police 
Department (SGPD) personnel also responded to assist LASD personnel in a possible 
kidnapping call. 


At approximately 0910 hours, SGPD officers and LKD deputies arrived at the iy 
= SGPD Office 4B. call sign 4, attempted to stop 
Suspect Young from fleeing by using his patrol vehicle to block his truck from exiting the 
parking lot. Officer exited his patrol vehicle and grabbed Witness 
arm, stopping her from entering Suspect Young's truck. Deputy Thomas Albanese 
entered the parking lot and stopped his patrol vehicle in front of Suspect Young's truck. 
Suspect Young accelerated toward Deputy Albanese and struck the passenger side of 
his patrol vehicle. Deputy Albanese broadcasted on the radio that Suspect Young 
committed an assault with a deadly weapon on a peace officer. Suspect Young drove 
out of the parking lot. Deputy Pimentel and SGPD Officer $ 

, call sign G i initiated a vehicle pursuit of Suspect Young. During the pursuit, 
Suspect Young repeatedly drove north and south on Garfield Avenue. He intermittently 
stopped his truck, exited, and simulated holding a firearm while yelling at deputies and 
officers to shoot and kill him. 


Deputy Albanese advised on the radio he was deploying spike strips northbound 


Garfield Avenue near the 105 Freeway. Suspect Young's tires made contact with the 
spike strips but he continued driving. Deputy Albanese entered his patrol vehicle and 
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drove approximately 200 feet north on Garfield Avenue anticipating Suspect Young 
would return south on Garfield Avenue. Deputy Pimentel stopped at Garfield Avenue 
and Lincoln Avenue to retrieve a 40mm less-lethal baton launcher. 


IAB Note: 40mm baton launchers and rounds are a standard less-lethal 
weapon utilized for patrol operations. Manuel Policy and 
Procedures number 5-06/040.15 is included in this case under 
the Miscellaneous Documents section. 


Deputy Pimentel believed if Suspect Young were to stop and exit his truck again, she 
would have an opportunity to utilize the 40mm baton launcher, to bring the incident 
safely to an end. While she was outside her patrol vehicle, Suspect Young intentionally 
drove his truck toward her, almost hitting her with his truck. Deputies Dean Davis and 
Adolfo Trujillo, Unit #133B, and Deputies Pablo Suarez, and Allan Mata, Unit #132D, 
joined the pursuit along with SGPD Sergeant f , call sign +, 


Officers , call sign k , call sign , Sara 
, , call sign #, and , call sign . 


Deputies Farias and Makins, Unit #133, stopped their patrol vehicle at the intersection 
of Garfield Avenue and Century Boulevard. Deputy Farias deployed spike strips across 
Century Boulevard, blocking southbound traffic on Garfield Avenue. Suspect Young 
drove around the stopped vehicles at the intersection, wedging through on the west 
curb line. After clearing the stopped vehicles, Suspect Young turned his truck directly 
west toward Deputies Farias and Makins and accelerated toward them. 


Deputy Makins, fearing for Deputy Farias' life, fired three rounds from his duty weapon 
at Suspect Young. Simultaneously, Suspect Young's truck struck Deputy Farias in the 
lower back [EXHIBIT D, video footage of DIS]. Suspect Young sustained a gunshot 
wound to his chest, but he continued to drive south on Garfield Avenue evading LASD 
and SGPD personnel. As this occurred, A second set of spike strips were being 
deployed by Deputy Albanese south of Century Boulevard. While doing so, Deputy 
Albanese heard the gunshots and saw Suspect Young driving toward him. Suspect 
Young's vehicle made contact with the spike strips. 


Suspect Young drove to i | residence, Upon arriving, 
he crashed into a black SUV parked in the driveway. He exited his truck, ran to the 
backyard, closed a gate behind him, and entered residence. Before arriving at the 
residence, information was relayed to deputy personnel there was someone else inside 
the residence. While inside the residence, Suspect Young armed himself with a knife. 
Deputies Davis, Suarez, Trujillo, Mata, Michael Perea, a. and Sergeant John 
Finney, #8, developed a tactical plan to make a crisis entry into the residence. 
Simultaneously, Deputies Pimentel, Albanese, and Ariel Torres contained the front of 
the residence. As deputy personnel made entry through a rear door, Suspect Young 
surrendered out the front door [EXHIBIT D, video of detention and entry]. Deputy 
Pimentel gave Suspect Young commands to keep his hands up and to lie on the 
ground, to which he complied. Deputies Pimentel, Albanese, and Torres tactically 
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approached and detained him. Suspect Young was escorted to a patrol vehicle where 
he was provided first aid by deputy personnel and then paramedics. 


Witness }) exited the front of the residence, and 
he was detained without incident. Deputies cleared the inside of the residence and did 
not locate any victims inside. Suspect Young was subsequently transported to St. 
Francis Medical Center where he was treated for a gunshot wound to his chest.

He 
received sutures on the entry and exit wounds [EXHIBIT E, medical paperwork].

INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 


IAB investigators were notified at approximately 0944 hours and arrived on scene at 
approximately 1100 hours. The scene is described in detail by Homicide Investigators 
Sergeant Gina Eguia, #3, and Sergeant Robert Martindale, “EXHIBIT A, 
VOLUME I, pages 56-63 and 68-72]. Their description of the scene was consistent 
with IAB investigators’ observations. The scene was also photographed by Forensic 
Identification personnel [EXHIBIT D, crime scene photographs]. 


WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY MAKINS 


Deputy Makins fired three rounds of Department issued 9mm ammunition from his 
Department issued Smith & Wesson M&P, semiautomatic pistol. The firearm was 
photographed, collected, and transported to the Los Angeles County crime lab. Refer 
to Crime Lab Round Count summary [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 80 and 81 and 
Crime Scene Investigative Report, VOLUME III, page 186-187].

The criminal investigation into the shooting was handled by Investigators Camarillo and 
Matlock from the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department Homicide Bureau. The Los

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred during hours of daylight. The weather was warm and clear. 
VEHICLE PURSUIT 


LASD and SGPD units were involved in the pursuit of Suspect Young. The vehicle 
pursuit was on surface streets and lasted 10 minutes and 22 seconds, traveled 3.85 
miles, and reached speeds up to 50 m.p.h. 


VIDEO FOOTAGE 


The incident was captured on numerous surveillance cameras and cellular phone video 
[EXHIBIT D]. IAB investigators reviewed the surveillance and cellular phone footage. 
All video footage does not portray the accurate times nor are the times consistent with 
all other video footage collected. The following is a brief synopsis of the video footage.

The suspect 
vehicle exited the parking lot onto north Garfield then east on 
Main Street pursued by two patrol vehicles. 


The suspect vehicle 
drove south on Garfield Avenue then north pursued by patrol 
vehicles.

EXHIBIT D - LASD vehicle incident: 

The cellular phone video footage captured the suspect momentarily stopping then 
driving south on Garfield Avenue pursued by SGPD and LASD patrol vehicles. The 
suspect returns north on Garfield Avenue and a civilian is heard stating a patrol vehicle 
hit the suspect’s vehicle. This incident could not be seen because the vehicle incident 
was blocked by buildings.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE’S STATEMENTS 


Deputy Andrew Makins 
Homicide Interview 


On August 2 and 6, 2019, Deputy Andrew Makins was interviewed by Homicide 
Investigators Camarillo and Matlock. During the interview, homicide investigators 
showed him videos of the DIS. These videos are in EXHIBIT D under video clips. The 
interview was summarized, and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
transcripts in the Homicide casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 80-81, 85-87, 
and VOLUME II, pages 1-9 and 27-55]. The audio recorded interview is attached to 
this case [EXHIBIT D, sworn personnel]. 


IAB Interview 


On March 4, 2021, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Makins at the IAB office. 
Deputy Makins was represented by his attorney, Ken Yuwiler. 
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Deputy Makins was working LKD patrol, Unit 133, with his partner, Deputy Farias. He 
was the passenger and Deputy Farias was the driver. Deputies Makins and Farias 
responded to a request for back-up regarding a kidnapping suspect. When they arrived 
at Garfield Avenue, they joined the pursuit. As the suspect vehicle drove north on 
Garfield Avenue, Deputies Makins and Farias stopped their patrol vehicle in the middle 
of Garfield Avenue and Century Boulevard. 


Deputy Farias told Deputy Makins they would deploy spike strips at the intersection to 
stop the suspect vehicle. As the suspect vehicle drove south on Garfield Avenue, 
Deputy Farias ran toward the west curb line and threw the spike strips onto the street as 
` Deputy Makins provided cover for her. Deputy Farias ran toward Deputy Makins, who 
was standing near the middle of the intersection. The suspect vehicle drove around the 
spike strips and turned toward them. Deputy Makins could hear the engine rev and saw 
the rear end of the suspect’s vehicle move downward as it accelerated (Makins 
transcripts, page 15). Deputy Makins saw the suspect look directly at him and thought 
the suspect was going to kill him and Deputy Farias. Deputy Makins jumped out of the 
way and saw the suspect look in Deputy Farias direction, and drove toward her. Deputy 
Makins thought the suspect was going to kill his partner. Almost simultaneously, the 
suspect vehicle struck Deputy Farias, as Deputy Makins fired his weapon three times at 
the suspect who was a few feet away. Deputy Makins aimed downward toward the 
suspect's vehicle so his rounds did not travel into his backdrop, which was the freeway. 
He stopped firing when the suspect’s vehicle drove past him (Makins transcripts, page 
17). The suspect vehicle continued driving south on Garfield Avenue, pursued by LASD 
units while Deputies Makins and Farias remained at the scene. Deputy Farias asked 
him if he fired his weapon and he said yes. Deputy Farias advised on the radio there 
was a DIS, and collapsed in Deputy Makins arms. 


Deputy Makins was shown a photo depicting the intersection of Garfield Avenue and 
Century Boulevard. He illustrated on the photo what occurred leading up to the DIS 
[EXHIBIT F]. Deputy Makins was read the video admonishment policy prior to viewing 
the surveillance video Homicide investigators recovered [EXHIBIT D, videos]. After 
reviewing the video, he did not have any further details to add to this case. 


Deputy Karla Farias 
Homicide Interview 


On October 29, 2019, Deputy Karla Farias was interviewed by Homicide Investigator 
Matlock. During the interview, homicide investigators showed her videos of the DIS. 
These videos are in EXHIBIT D under video clips. The interview was transcribed, and 
precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the transcripts in the Homicide casebook 
[EXHIBIT A, VOLUME II, pages 10-26]. The audio recorded interview is attached to 
this case [EXHIBIT D, sworn personnel]. 
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IAB Interview 


On February 18, 2021, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Farias at the IAB office. 
Deputy Farias was represented by her attorney, Adam Marangell. 


Deputy Farias was working LKD patrol, Unit 133, with her partner, Deputy Makins. She 
was driving and Deputy Makins was the passenger. They responded to a back-up 
request of LASD units in pursuit of a kidnapping suspect. Prior to arriving at Garfield 
Avenue and the 105 Freeway, Deputy Farias heard on the radio the suspect's vehicle 
hit a deputy's patrol vehicle. As they approached, she saw the suspect vehicle driving 
north and south on Garfield Avenue. Once at the location, they followed behind the 
pursuit and eventually stopped their patrol vehicle in the middle of Garfield Avenue and 
Century Boulevard. 


Deputy Farias retrieved a set of spike strips from the rear of her patrol vehicle and 
walked toward the northwest curb line to deploy them. She deployed the spike strips 
and as she ran back to her patrol vehicle, she heard the suspect's vehicle run over the 
spike strips. She turned and saw the suspect looking at her as he laughed and drove 
his vehicle toward her. She closed her eyes and thought the suspect was going to kill 
her (Farias transcripts, page 16). She did not recall being struck by the suspect's 
vehicle, but remembered spinning around and feeling pain in her lower back. She saw 
Deputy Makins with his firearm out. She asked him if he had fired his weapon and he 
replied, “Yes." She broadcasted over her handheld radio that a DIS had occurred. 
Immediately after the radio broadcast, a SGPD officer told her to sit down. She sat 
down and immediately felt pain on her hip. Deputy Farias was subsequently 
transported to St. Francis Medical Center. 


Deputy Farias was shown a photo depicting the intersection of Garfield Avenue and 
Century Boulevard. She illustrated on the photo what occurred leading up to the 
suspect’s vehicle driving toward her and when the DIS occurred [EXHIBIT G]. Deputy 
Farias was read the video admonishment policy prior to viewing surveillance video 
Homicide investigators recovered [EXHIBIT D, videos]. After reviewing the video, she 
did not have any further details to add to this case. 


Deputy Dean Davis 

Homicide Interview 

On August 2, 2019, Deputy Dean Davis was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Camarillo and Matlock. The interview was summarized and precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the transcripts in the Homicide casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME 


1, pages 81-83 and VOLUME II, pages 83-105]. The audio recorded interview is 
attached to this case [EXHIBIT D, sworn personnel]. 
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IAB Interview 


On February 23, 2021, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Davis at the IAB office. 
Deputy Davis was represented by his attorney, Amy Johnson. 


Deputy Davis was working LKD patrol, Unit 133B, with his partner, Deputy Trujillo. He 
was driving and Deputy Trujillo was the passenger. They responded to a back-up 
request from LASD units pursuing a white GMC pickup which was driving south on 
Garfield Avenue. On arrival, Deputy Davis saw LASD units and SGPD units in pursuit 
of a white GMC pickup which Suspect Young was driving. Suspect Young drove north 
and south on Garfield Avenue making several U-turns attempting to evade patrol units. 
Deputy Davis assumed the primary role in the pursuit during Suspect Young's several 
U-tums. At this time, LASD Aero Bureau took responsibility over radio communication 
of the pursuit. 


As Suspect Young drove south on Garfield Avenue approaching Century Boulevard, 
civilian vehicles stopped at the intersection occupying the #1 and #2 lanes. Suspect 
Young drove around the vehicles using the farthest west portion of the #2 lane, 
commonly known as the gutter lane. As Suspect Young squeezed past the vehicles, 
Deputies Farias and Makins were standing in the intersections. Deputy Farias 
attempted to deploy spike strips on the street. Suspect Young entered the intersection 
and drove directly toward Deputy Farias. Deputy Davis believed Suspect Young hit 
Deputy Farias with his vehicle. Immediately thereafter, Deputy Davis saw Deputy 
Makins shoot at Suspect Young's vehicle. Deputy Davis believed Deputy Makins fired 
three times, because he saw three muzzle flashes from his weapon (Davis transcripts, 
page 11). 


IAB Note: Street gutters are typically referred to as a "gutter lane." A street 
gutter is a depression that runs parallel to a road designed to 
collect rainwater. Vehicles can enter the street gutter to pass a 
vehicle traveling on conventional lanes on the road. 


Deputy Davis believed Suspect Young deliberately drove toward Deputy Farias 
because nothing obstructed his route of travel from proceeding straight. After the DIS, 
Suspect Young continued driving south on Garfield Avenue. Due to Suspect Young's 
attempted kidnapping, erratic driving, and hitting Deputy Farias with his pickup, Deputy 
Davis believed he needed to terminate the pursuit before Suspect Young injured 
anyone else (Davis transcripts, pages 13 and 14). 


When Suspect Young drove through an alley, Deputy Davis chose to use the front of his 
patrol vehicle to hit the rear bumper of Suspect Young's pickup. They were driving 
approximately 20 to 25 miles per hour and there were no other vehicles in the alley at 
the time. Deputy Davis was hoping Suspect Young would stop and the pursuit would be 
terminated. 
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Suspect Young did not stop and he drove toiii residence. Suspect Young exited his 
pickup and fled into the backyard and entered residence through a back door. 
Deputies Davis, Trujillo, Perea, Mata, Suarez, and Sergeant Finney entered the 
backyard. In the backyard, Suspect Young was seen inside the residence holding a 
knife. Deputy Davis remembered hearing information there was possibly a 
inside the residence. Sergeant Finney requested a pick and ram to make entry into the 
residence. While clearing the residence, they heard on the radio Suspect Young 
surrendered at the front of the residence. 


Deputy Davis was read the video admonishment policy prior to viewing the surveillance 


vídeo recovered cr I is, i 
[EXHIBIT D, videos vehicle incident]. The video appeared to depict Deputy Davis’ 


patrol car possibly hitting the rear end of Suspect Young's vehicle while making a U-turn 
on Garfield Avenue. After reviewing the video, IAB investigators asked Deputy Davis if 
he made contact with Suspect Young's pickup before the alley. Deputy Davis recalled 
he was driving too close to Suspect Young's pickup and could have made contact with 
the suspect's vehicle’s side bumper, but he did not remember that occurring (Davis 
transcripts, page 22). 


On May 27, 2021, Deputy Davis was interviewed a second time to clarify the allegations 
Suspect Young made about the patrol car hitting his vehicle several times. Deputy 
Davis reiterated he was following the suspect's vehicle too close and intentionally made 
contact with the suspect’s vehicle only once. He did not intentionally hit the suspect's 
vehicle any other time. IAB investigators asked Deputy Davis if he had physical contact 
with Suspect Young. Deputy Davis denied having any physical contact with Suspect 
Young during the incident, as alleged by Suspect Young, nor did he make any 
disparaging comments to him, such as, “You should die” as Suspect Young alleged. 


Deputy Pablo Suarez 

Homicide Interview 

On August 2, 2019, Deputy Pablo Suarez was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Camarillo and Matlock. The interview was summarized and for precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the transcripts in the Homicide casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME 
I, pages 101-103 and VOLUME II, pages 179-195]. The audio recorded interview is 
attached to this case [EXHIBIT D, sworn personnel]. 


IAB Interview 


On February 23, 2021, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Suarez at the IAB office. 
Deputy Suarez was represented by his attorney, Amy Johnson. 


Deputy Suarez was working LKD patrol, Unit #132D, with his partner Deputy Allan 


Mata. He was the passenger and Deputy Mata was driving. While driving toward 
Garfield Avenue and Century Boulevard in the city of South Gate, they heard Deputy 
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Pimentel broadcast she was in pursuit of a white truck. When they arrived, the white 
truck repeatedly drove south then north on Garfield Avenue. There were numerous 
LKD and SGPD units in pursuit of the white truck. Initially, when Deputies Suarez and 
Mata joined the pursuit, they were the second unit involved, but due to Suspect Young's 
spontaneous turns, stopping, braking, accelerating, and overall erratic driving, they fell 
out of the pursuit. During Aero Bureau's communication of the pursuit, Deputy Suarez 
heard Suspect Young was suicidal and had simulated a weapon. 


When Suspect Young approached the intersection of Garfield Avenue and Century 
Boulevard, civilian vehicles were stopped at the intersection. Deputy Suarez saw 
Deputy Farias attempting to deploy spike strips across the intersection. Suspect Young 
drove on the furthest west portion of the #2 lane to squeeze between the stopped 
vehicles. Deputy Farias appeared to throw the spike strips in front of Suspect Young's 
path and immediately ran away. Once Suspect Young squeezed around the stopped 
vehicles, he accelerated and violently turned toward Deputies Farias and Makins. 
Deputy Makins discharged his firearm approximately two to three times toward Suspect 
Young (Suarez transcripts, pages 12 and 13). Deputy Suarez could not see if 
Suspect Young hit Deputies Farias or Makins with his truck. Deputy Suarez believed 
Suspect Young deliberately drove toward the deputies because he had a clear path of 
travel to drive straight, but chose to drive toward them (Suarez transcripts, page 14). 


Deputies Suarez and Mata slowed down at the intersection and lost sight of Suspect 
Young. Deputy Suarez remembered using his radio to advise a DIS occurred and to 
secure the intersection. Aero Bureau reported Suspect Young was returning toi 

off of , and Deputies Suarez and Mata drove to the address. 
When they arrived at the residence, Suspect Young's truck and LASD units were 
already there. 


Deputy Suarez retrieved a pick and ram because it was requested to the rear of the 
residence. Suspect Young appeared from the kitchen window holding a knife. Suspect 
Young held the knife in an upward position as if he was going to attack or stab someone 
(Suarez transcripts, page 17). Deputy Suarez learned there was someone else inside 
the residence besides Suspect Young. Deputies Davis, Trujillo, Perea, Mata, Suarez, 
and Sergeant Finney formed an entry team and formulated a tactical plan to breach the 
kitchen door. Before breaching the door, they made announcements and advised on 
the radio they were attempting to enter the residence. As they attempted to breach the 
door, Suspect Young appeared in the window of the door a second time with the knife 
(Suarez transcripts, page 18). They elected to breach a secondary door where 
Suspect Young was not present. They breached the door and entered the residence to 
locate Suspect Young and possible victims. Simultaneously, while clearing the 
residence, they heard on the radio Suspect Young and his brother had surrendered in 
the front of the residence. They cleared the residence and did not locate anyone else 
inside.

Homicide Interview 


On August 2, 2019, Deputy Lina Pimentel was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Camarillo and Matlock. The interview was summarized and precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the transcripts in the Homicide casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME 
|, pages 97-101 and VOLUME II, pages 128-157]. The audio recorded interview is 
attached to this case [EXHIBIT D, sworn personnel]. 


IAB Interview 


On February 23, 2021, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Pimentel at the IAB office. 
Deputy Pimentel was represented by her attorney, Amy Johnson. 


Deputy Pimentel was working LKD patrol, Unit #136, when she responded to a call for 
service at | ME. regarding a male (Suspect Young) who 
drank bleach. Witnes said Suspect Young was no longer at the residence, but 
he suffered from mental health issues and drank bleach earlier that morning. Deputy 
Pimentel advised her if Suspect Young returned, she should call deputies back. If 
Suspect Young met the criteria, they would get him mentally evaluated (Pimentel’s 
transcripts, page 5). 


Deputy Pimentel left the residence and responded to a kidnapping call for service. The 
call indicated Suspect Young kidnapped aS EE As Deputy 
Pimentel approached the intersection of Garfield Avenue and Main Street, she saw two 
SGPD patrol vehicles near Suspect Young's white truck. A female ran out of Suspect 
Young's truck and then the suspect drove south on Garfield Avenue. Two SGPD patrol 
units, and Deputy Pimentel immediately initiated a pursuit of Suspect Young. Aero 
Bureau responded and took control of radio communication of the pursuit. Suspect 
Young repeatedly drove south and north on Garfield Avenue abruptly stopping 
numerous times and exited his truck. 


When Suspect Young exited his truck he said, “Kill me. Shoot me.” He reached into his 
waistband, retrieved a black cell phone, and simulated holding a gun (Pimentel’s 
transcripts, pages 8 and 9). Suspect Young re-entered his truck and drove off. 
Deputy Pimentel stopped in the center median on Garfield Avenue north of Lincoln 
Avenue. She deployed a 40mm baton launcher, less-lethal weapon, in case Suspect 
Young stopped and exited his truck again. 


Deputy Pimentel was near the trunk of her patrol vehicle when Suspect Young drove 
south on Garfield Avenue at 30mph, and drove within five feet from striking her with his 
truck [EXHIBIT H, google map of Deputy Pimentel’s location]. Deputy Pimentel ran 
across the street to avoid getting hit by Suspect Young's truck. Suspect Young drove 
south on Garfield Avenue when Deputy Pimentel heard gunshots. Suspect Young 
continued driving south on Garfield Avenue evading LASD and SGPD personnel. 
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Deputy Pimentel re-engaged in the pursuit and advised LASD patrol units Suspect 
Young would possibly return to his family’s residence. 


Suspect Young returned to on and ran to the rear of the 
house. Deputy Pimentel stopped in the front of the residence with Deputies Albanese 
and Torres. A neighbor oa informed Deputy Pimentel there was 
someone else inside the residence. Deputy Pimentel advised deputy personnel at the 
rear of the residence there was someone else inside with the suspect. Deputies at the 
rear of the residence planned to make entry into the residence. Deputies Pimentel, 
Albanese, and Torres remained in the front taking cover behind a truck. Suspect Young 
was inside the residence and appeared in a front window. He was holding a weapon, 
possibly a knife, in his hand while banging on the window. Suspect Young 
unexpectedly exited the front door, and Deputy Pimentel gave him commands to show 
his hands and he complied. 


Suspect Young laid on the ground on his stomach. Deputies Pimentel, Albanese, and 
Torres tactically approached and gave Suspect Young commands to show them his 
hands, not to move, and he complied. She advised deputy personnel via radio, that 
Suspect Young exited the front of the residence. Deputy Pimentel placed her left knee 
on Suspect Young's back and handcuffed his wrist behind his back (Pimentel’s 
transcripts, pages 21 and 22). Suspect Young did not resist while being handcuffed 
and was escorted to a patrol vehicle where she administered first aid for his injury until 
paramedics arrived and took over medical aid. 


Deputy Pimentel was read the video admonishment policy prior to viewing surveillance 
video recovered from the residence [EXHIBIT D, videos detention and entry]. Deputy 
Pimentel clarified what she told Suspect Young when he exited his residence. Deputy 
Pimentel said, “Let me see your hands, or I'll fuckin shoot you” (Pimentel’s transcripts, 
page 30). IAB investigators asked her if she felt it was necessary to use profanity. She 
used profanity because she was scared Suspect Young had a weapon and to assure he 
understood not to reach for a weapon. Deputy Pimentel had nothing further to add. 


Deputy Adolfo Trujillo 

Homicide Interview 

On August 2, 2019, Deputy Adolfo Trujillo was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Camarillo and Matlock. The interview was summarized and precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the transcripts in the Homicide casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME 
|, pages 83-85 and VOLUME II, pages 56-82]. The audio recorded interview is 
attached to this case [EXHIBIT D, sworn personnel]. 

IAB Interview 


On March 3, 2021, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Trujillo at the IAB office. 
Deputy Trujillo was represented by his attorney, Amy Johnson. 
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Deputy Trujillo was working LKD patrol, Unit 133B, with his partner, Deputy Davis. He 
was the passenger and Deputy Davis was driving. They responded to the 105 Freeway 
and Garfield Avenue for a back-up request involving the pursuit of a kidnapping 
suspect. When they arrived, they joined the pursuit and eventually became the lead 
patrol vehicle. The suspect vehicle was in a white GMC, driven by Suspect Young. 
Suspect Young repeatedly drove north and south on Garfield Avenue. He would stop in 
the middle of the street and yell to shoot him. During the pursuit, Suspect Young drove 
toward Deputy Pimentel, who was standing in the center median of Garfield Avenue. If 
Deputy Pimentel did not move, she would have been hit by the suspect's vehicle and 
seriously injured. 


As Suspect Young drove south on Garfield Avenue approaching Century Boulevard, 
Deputy Farias was running in the intersection and the suspect drove into the 
intersection and hit her with his vehicle. Soon after the suspect vehicle hit Deputy 
Farias, Deputy Makins fired his weapon three times at Suspect Young's vehicle. 
Suspect Young continued driving south on Garfield Avenue and entered an alley. While 
driving in the alley at approximately 15 to 20 mph, Deputy Davis intentionally struck the 
rear bumper of Suspect Young's vehicle. Deputy Davis did not communicate his 
intentions to Deputy Trujillo. Deputy Trujillo believed Deputy Davis struck Suspect 
Young's vehicle to cause him to stop, because of the suspect's violent actions 
(Trujillo’s transcripts, pages 24 and 25). 


Suspect Young returned to (NNN, exited his vehicle, ran to the backyard, and 
entered {J residence through a back door. Deputies Trujillo, Mata, Suarez, and 
Sergeant Finney entered the backyard. While in the backyard, Suspect Young was 
seen inside the residence holding a knife. Deputy Trujillo heard screaming from inside 
the residence. Deputy Trujillo believed someone inside the residence would have been 
killed if deputies did not make entry. They formulated a plan and advised via radio, they 
were making entry into the residence. They cleared the residence, but did not locate 
Suspect Young or anyone else inside. Deputy Trujillo discovered later that Suspect 
Young exited from the front of his residence and surrendered. 


Deputy Trujillo was read the video admonishment policy prior to viewing surveillance 
video recovered from , k 

[EXHIBIT D, videos detention and entry]. After reviewing the video, Deputy Trujillo 
recalled seeing vehicles in the #1 and #2 lanes at the intersection of Garfield Avenue 
and Century Boulevard. Suspect Young drove around the stopped vehicles, making his 
own lane, and had a clear path of travel to proceed straight. Instead, Suspect Young 
intentionally drove his vehicle toward Deputy Farias. 1AB investigators asked Deputy 
Trujillo if their patrol vehicle purposely made contact with Suspect Young's vehicle while 
on Garfield Avenue. Deputy Trujillo denied any contact with their patrol vehicle and 
Suspect Young's vehicle while in pursuit on Garfield Avenue. Deputy Trujillo was 
shown a photo depicting the intersection of Garfield Avenue and Century Boulevard. 
He illustrated on the photo where Deputy Farias’ patrol vehicle was, leading up to the 
suspect’s vehicle driving toward her and when the DIS occurred [EXHIBIT 1]. 
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Deputy Allan Mata 
Homicide Interview 


On August 2, 2019, Deputy Allan Mata was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Camarillo and Matlock. The interview was summarized and precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the transcripts in the Homicide casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME 
|, pages 95-97 and VOLUME II, pages 158-178]. The audio recorded interview is 
attached to this case [EXHIBIT D, sworn personnel]. 


IAB Interview 


On March 3, 2021, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Mata at the IAB office. Deputy 
Mata was represented by his attorney, Amy Johnson. 


Deputy Mata was working LKD patrol, Unit #132D, with his partner Deputy Suarez. He 
was driving and Deputy Suarez was the passenger. They responded to Garfield 
Avenue, in the city of Paramount, for a back-up request involving the pursuit of a 
kidnapping suspect. When they arrived, they saw three to four patrol vehicles in pursuit 
of a white GMC pickup truck (Suspect’s vehicle). The suspect repeatedly drove north 
and south on Garfield Avenue. As the suspect drove south on Garfield Avenue, 
approaching Century Boulevard, there were two civilian vehicles stopped in the number 
one and two lanes. The suspect drove in the gutter lane to avoid colliding with the 
civilian vehicles then made a sharp turn toward Deputies Farias and Makins, who were 
standing in the middle of the intersection. The suspect had a clear path of travel to 
drive straight, but he chose to drive toward the deputies. 


Deputy Mata did not see the suspect's vehicle hit a deputy, but saw a deputy or SGPD 
Officer fire his weapon three times. He saw three muzzle flashes from a firearm, but did 
not hear the shooting. Deputy Mata later discovered Deputy Makins fired his weapon at 
the suspect (Mata’s transcripts, pages 10 and 18). Deputy Mata slowed down as they 
passed the deputies and Deputy Suarez inquired about their wellbeing. Aero Bureau 
broadcasted the suspect's route of travel which led them to a residence on 

in the city of {J}. Deputy Mata saw the suspect running toward the rear of 
the residence. Deputies Mata, Suarez, and Sergeant Finney ran to the rear of the 
residence to contain it. The suspect appeared at the rear door window holding a knife. 
At some point, Deputy Mata heard over the radio that the suspect may be attempting 
suicide-by-cop and that there were other people inside the residence. Deputy 
Personnel containing the rear of the residence formed an entry team and utilized a pick 
and ram to make a crisis entry. They gained entry through a second rear door and 
cleared the residence, searching for the suspect and victims. After clearing the 
residence, Deputy Mata heard on the radio the suspect was detained in front of the 
residence. 
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Deputy Mata was shown a photo depicting the intersection of Garfield Avenue and 
Century Boulevard. He illustrated on the photo what occurred leading up to the DIS 
[EXHIBIT J]. 


Deputy Ariel Torres 


On March 9, 2021, an IAB investigator interviewed Deputy Ariel Torres. The interview 
was conducted at LKD station. Deputy Torres elected to participate in the interview 
without representation. 


Deputy Torres was working LKD, Bellflower unit, when she responded to a deputy- 
involved shooting call. The call was updated stating the suspect returned oi 

on in the When she arrived, she joined 
Deputies Pimentel and Albanese, by taking cover behind a parked vehicle in front of the 
residence. A deputy yelled commands for the suspect to exit the residence. The 
suspect exited the residence and Deputy Pimentel gave him commands to keep his 
hands up and to lay on the ground. The suspect laid on the ground in a prone position 
with his hands facing out on the concrete walkway. 


Deputies Torres, Pimentel, and Albanese tactically approached the suspect. Deputies 
Torres and Albanese handcuffed the suspect without incident as Deputy Pimentel 
covered the residence. The suspect was assisted to his feet, escorted to a patrol 
vehicle, and was provided first aid. Deputy Torres did not hear Deputy Pimentel tell the 
suspect, "She doesn't give a shit if he's shot, She'll fuckin shoot him again," as alleged 
by Suspect Young. 


Deputy Torres was read the video admonishment policy prior to viewing the surveillance 
video recovered from the residence [EXHIBIT D, videos detention and entry]. The 
video refreshed her memory of when they made their approach on the suspect and 
realized there was no one covering the residence. Deputies arrived shortly after and 
covered the residence. Deputy Torres heard Deputy Pimentel tell the suspect, “If you 
move, l'Il shoot you.” 


Deputy Thomas Albanese 
Homicide Interview 


On August 2, 2019, Deputy Thomas Albanese was interviewed by Homicide 
Investigators Camarillo and Matlock. The interview was summarized, and precise 
wording may be obtained by reviewing the audio and transcripts in the Homicide 
casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 92-95 and VOLUME II, Pages 106-127]. 
The audio recorded interview is attached to this case [EXHIBIT D, sworn personnel]. 
Due to unforeseen circumstances, Deputy Albanese could not be interviewed by IAB 
Investigators. The following is a summary of his Homicide interview. 
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Deputy Albanese was working LKD, Unit #136A, as a single man unit. He heard a call 
for service of a kidnapping that just occurred at 12106 Garfield Avenue, South Gate. 
The location was a small strip mall where a 7-Eleven and store are 
located. When he arrived at the location, he was flagged down by an unidentified 
SGPD officer, who pointed to a white GMC truck and a Sheriff's patrol vehicle. Deputy 
Albanese entered the parking lot and saw the suspect attempting to maneuver his way 
out around his patrol vehicle. The suspect accelerated toward him, intentionally hitting 
the passenger side of his patrol vehicle. Deputy Albanese broadcasted on his radio, the 
suspect committed an assault on a peace officer. 


Deputy Albanese pursued the suspect, becoming the second patrol vehicle in the 
pursuit. The suspect then stopped his truck and exited. The suspect reached into the 
crotch area of his pants, pulled out a cell phone, held it as if it was a pistol, and pointed 
at deputies and officers. The suspect said, “Just fucking shoot me.” Simultaneously, 
Deputies Albanese and Pimentel exited their patrol vehicles and gave the suspect 
commands to drop his cell phone. The suspect re-entered his truck and drove north 
and south on Garfield Avenue. Based on the suspect's behavior and dangerous driving, 
Deputy Albanese stopped his patrol vehicle south on Garfield Avenue, just north of 105 
Freeway. Using his handheld radio, Deputy Albanese advised he was employing spike 
Strips in front of the path of the suspect's vehicle. The suspect's front tires made 
contact with the spike strips as he continued driving north on Garfield Avenue. 


Deputy Albanese entered his patrol vehicle, drove 200 feet, and heard three to four 
gunshots north of him. Shortly after hearing the gunshots, he exited his patrol vehicle 
and employed the spike strips a second time as the suspect's vehicle drove passed 
him. The suspect's vehicle made contact with the spike strips a second time. Deputy 
Albanese heard over the radio a DIS occurred. Deputy Albanese responded to 

where the suspect entered a residence. He took a containment position 
in front of the residence. Shortly after, the suspect exited the front of the residence and 
surrendered. Deputies Albanese and Pimentel handcuffed the suspect without incident. 


Deputy Michael Luther 


On May 11, 2021, Witness Luther was interviewed by an IAB investigator at Aero 
Bureau in Long Beach. Witness Luther is a pilot with LASD Aero Bureau. 


On August 2, 2019, Witness Luther was the pilot on Air 8 and the tactical flight deputy 
was Witness Trejo. Witness Luther remembered responding to a pursuit in north 
Lakewood where the suspect was driving erratically. The suspect was stopping 
suddenly and driving on the wrong side of the road. Witness Luther did not recall 
seeing or hearing Witness Trejo broadcast that a patrol vehicle collided or rammed the 
suspect vehicle during the pursuit. 
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Deputy Misty Trejo 


On May 12, 2021, Witness Trejo was interviewed by an IAB investigator at Aero Bureau 
in Long Beach. At the time of the incident Witness Trejo was the tactical flight deputy 
on Air 8 and Witness Luther was the pilot. 


On August 2, 2019, Witness Trejo remembered responding to assist LKD regarding the 
pursuit of a kidnapping suspect. Once overhead, she saw the suspect driving a white 
truck and several patrol vehicles in the area. The suspect drove south on Garfield 
Avenue where there were a few deputies standing in the intersection. The suspect 
drove at the deputies attempting to run them over. It was at that point, Witness Trejo 
heard a radio broadcast that a DIS occurred. Witness Trejo did not recall seeing or 
hearing a deputy patrol vehicle had collided or rammed the suspect vehicle. If that 
occurred, it would be something she would have broadcasted on the radio. 


SOUTH GATE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Homicide investigators contacted SGPD and requested body- 
worn camera (BWC) video and audio recordings. Lieutenant stated their 
computer server malfunctioned and the recordings were deleted [EXHIBIT A, Volume I, 
age 139]. There were only two BWC audio recordings recovered; one from Officer 
ec. and one from Officer SSC's, [EXHIBIT D, SGPD audio].

IAB Interview 


On April 8, 2021, IAB investigators interviewed Witness Ea: SGPD. Witness 
as working SGPD patrol when he received a call for service of a 
kidnapping suspect who was traveling east on Main Street. Witness saw 
the suspect on Garfield Avenue and initiated a pursuit. The suspect drove erratically 
north and south on Garfield Avenue. The suspect stopped, exited his vehicle, yelled 
rofanities, and held a cell phone in his right hand simulating a gun. Witness 
a i: not use deadly force because his backdrop was not clear and he 
recognized the suspect was not holding a real gun. Witness not 
communicate to officers or deputies the suspect did not have a real gun and the pursuit 
continued. The suspect drove into a 7-Eleven parking lot and collided with a sheriff's 
patrol vehicle. The Suspect exited the parking lot and drove south on Garfield Avenue. 
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IAB Note: SGPD units do not share the same radio frequency as LASD 
and could not communicate with each other. 


ess ae stopped his patrol vehicle at the intersection of Garfield Avenue 
and Century Boulevard. He exited his vehicle to provide cover for a male and female 
deputy as they deployed spike strips. The suspect drove to the farthest west lane, 
wedging his vehicle through stopped traffic. The female deputy attempted to deploy the 
spike strips, but ran away when the suspect turned left and accelerated his vehicle 
directly toward her. She ran in a southeast direction as the suspect drove toward her 
attempting to hit her. Witness {J heard one or two gunshots. He saw a male 
deputy holding his firearm and assumed he fired his gun. The suspect drove south on 
Garfield Avenue. Wine: rer believed the suspect intentionally attempted to 
run over the deputy, but he did not see the suspect hit the deputy. Witness 

did not see a second traffic collision involving LASD personnel and the suspect's 
vehicle.

On August 2, 2019, Officer {J was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Aguirre 
and Guillen. The interview was transcribed, summarized, and found in the Homicide 
casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 116-120 and VOLUME II, transcripts pages 
196-230]. 


IAB Interview 


On April 8, 2021, IAB investigators interviewed Officer BE at SGPD. Witness 

was working patrol when he participated in the pursuit of a kidnapping suspect. 
His statements to IAB Investigators were consistent with his statements he provided to 
Homicide investigators. 


During the pursuit, Witness {J stopped his patrol vehicle at the intersection of 
Garfield Avenue and Century Boulevard to block traffic traveling north on Garfield 
Avenue. He exited his vehicle and deployed a bean bag shotgun. He saw a male and 
female deputy in the same intersection and the female was holding spike strips. The 
female deputy deployed the spike strips as the suspect vehicle drove south on Garfield 
Avenue in the gutter lane around the stopped vehicles. The suspect drove toward the 
female deputy and Witness J. The male deputy pulled the female deputy away 
from getting hit by the suspect's vehicle. Witness ia ran for cover because he 
believed the suspect was driving toward both of them. As he ran away to take cover, he 
heard two gunshots, but did not see who shot. He noticed a male deputy had his 
firearm out and he assumed the male deputy shot. 


Witness [IJ did not shoot at the suspect with his bean bag shotgun because he felt 
it would not stop the suspect's vehicle. The suspect's vehicle drove south on Garfield 
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Avenue. Witnes: saw the male deputy assisting the female deputy, who was 
on the ground. Witne did not see anything preventing the suspect from 
continuing straight on Garfield Avenue and believed the suspect turned left toward them 


on purpose. Witness did not see a second vehicle collision involving LASD 
personnel and the suspect’s vehicle during the pursuit.

On August 2, 2019, Witness S was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Aguirre 
and Guillen. The interview was transcribed, summarized, and found in the Homicide 
casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 120-123 and VOLUME ll, transcripts pages 
400-432]. 


IAB Interview 


On April 14, 2021, IAB Investigators interviewed Witness Jat SGPD. Witness S 
was working patrol when he participated in the pursuit of a kidnapping suspect. His 
statements to IAB investigators were consistent with his statements he provided to 
Homicide Investigators. 


IAB investigators showed Witness [video surveillance of the suspect's vehicle 
entering a 7-Eleven parking lot. He stated as the suspect drove out of the parking lot, 
the suspect vehicle struck an LASD patrol vehicle and exited onto Main Street. The 
Suspect turned left onto south Garfield Avenue. As the pursuit resumed, Witness 
remembered the suspect slammed his brakes and the front bumper of the LASD patrol 
vehicle made contact with the rear bumper of the suspect's vehicle. It did not appear 
the deputy intentionally struck the suspect's vehicle. Witness iy saw a male deputy 
was driving the patrol vehicle that bumped onto the suspect's vehicle, but he could not 
identify the deputy. He did not see another collision other than the two he previously 
mentioned. 


The pursuit proceeded south on Garfield Avenue, approaching the intersection of 
Century Boulevard. Witness{{Jj was a few car lengths behind the suspect's vehicle 
when the suspect used the gutter lane to drive around vehicles stopped at the 
intersection. Witness saw a female deputy with spike strips standing in the 
intersection as the suspect passed the vehicles and drove toward the female deputy. 
Witness S did not see the suspect's vehicle strike the female deputy. Shortly after, 
he heard three gunshots and heard over SGPD radio an assault with a deadly weapon 
had occurred on a deputy. Witness did not see who fired and did not see any 
deputies or officers with their guns out. He stopped and assisted the female deputy, 
who he later learned was struck by the suspect's vehicle. Witness S cio not see the 
intersection obstructed and believed the suspect could have continued driving south; 
however, he chose to turn toward the deputy to strike her.

On August 2, 2019, Witness J was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Aguirre 
and Guillen. The interview was transcribed, summarized, and found in the Homicide 
casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 112-116 and VOLUME ll, transcripts pages 
354-399]. 


IAB Interview 


On April 15, 2021, IAB investigators interviewed Sergeant Jat SGPD. On August 
2, 2019, Witness i was working as the field supervisor. SGPD dispatch advised 
SGPD units there was a kidnapping in progress in the 7-11 parking lot, 12100 Garfield 
Avenue, South Gate. The suspect was driving a white GMC truck. Multiple SGPD and 
LASD patrol units pursued the suspect in his truck north and south on Garfield Avenue, 
The suspect repeatedly exited his vehicle, yelled profanities, simulated holding a 
handgun, and yelled to shoot him or kill him (Witness {J transcripts, pages 4 
and 5). 


Witness {J joined the pursuit near the 105 Freeway and Garfield Avenue. As the 
suspect drove south on Garfield Avenue approaching Century Boulevard, he saw a 
female deputy and Officer {J standing near the center median of Garfield 
Avenue and Century Boulevard. The female deputy was deploying spike strips as the 
suspect drove in the “gutter lane” around vehicles stopped at the intersection. 


Witness [J saw the suspect tum toward the deputy and officer. He heard the 
suspect's vehicle engine accelerate straight toward the deputy and officer. Witness 

did not see any obstructions preventing the suspect from driving straight through 
the intersection. Still, he believed the suspect intentionally drove toward the deputy and 
officer to kill them. Simultaneously, he heard three gunshots, but did not see who fired. 
Witness BE saw a male deputy with his firearm out as he stopped and rendered aid 
to the female deputy. 


CIVILIAN WITNESSES 


Homicide Interview 
On August 2, 2019, Witness EJ was interviewed by Homicide Investigator 


Camarillo. The interview was summarized and found in the Homicide casebook 
[EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, page 80]. 
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IAB Interview 


On January 26, 2021, An IAB investigator interviewed {I at her residence, 
Witness| called 9-1-1 at approximately 0800 
ours because her attempted to kill himself earlier in the 
morning by drinking bleach. Before deputies arrived, Suspect Young left the residence. 
Her ii ) received a phone call the police were chasing suspect 
Young. Witnesse: and were driving to Suspect Young's location when 
they saw the pursuit drive past them on Rosecrans Avenue. 


Witnesses and returned home, but were stopped by police from entering 
the street. Witnes: saw Suspect Young moving sluggishly as deputies were 
escorting him to the street. Once he was in the street, she lost sight of him. Shortly 
after, Witness as detained by deputies and escorted to a patrol vehicle. 
Witness viewed the video recording captured from the doorbell camera at a later 
time. She saw Suspect Young exit the front door with his hands up yelling, "I'm coming 
out, I'm coming out, I'm shot, I'm shot" (Young’s transcripts, Page 9). Deputies gave 
him commands to get on the ground and he complied. Witness heard a deputy 
cussing at Suspect Young and at one point the deputy said, "I'll shoot you again." 


Homicide Interview 


On August 2, 2019, Witness NE was interviewed by Homicide Investigator 
Camarillo. The interview was summarized and found in the Homicide casebook 
[EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 80]. The audio recorded interview is attached to this 
case [EXHIBIT D, homicide interviews]. 


IAB Interview 


On January 26, 2021, An IAB investigator interviewed Witness S at her residence, 

Suspect Young was diagnosed with depression and 
had attempted suicide in the past. He was not taking his medication, drank bleach on 
the morning of August 2, 2019, and she believed he wanted to kill himself. Witness 
i called 9-1-1 to get help for him, but before deputy personnel arrived, Suspect 
Young had driven away in his truck. 


Deputy Pimentel arrived and informed Witness {J nothing could be done unless 
Suspect Young committed a crime. After Deputy Pimentel left, Suspect Young's 

a | ea called her and told her Suspect Young was at her 
job and the police were there. Witness Witness drove to Witness 


=a As they drove west on Rosecrans Avenue, she saw Suspect a 


driving east on Rosecrans Avenue followed by the police. Witnesses land 
returned home, but the police stopped them. Witness activated her doorbell 
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camera and watched as Suspect Young surrendered [EXHIBIT D, detention and 
entry). 


IAB Note: Witness illlprovided a copy of the video footage captured 
from her doorbell camera and a camera located at the rear of 
her residence. The day of the incident she did not notify 
homicide investigators the video footage existed. 


Witness S said the video showed deputies with their guns out and giving Suspect 
Young commands. Suspect Young complied when deputies detained him on the 
ground. Witness|irecognized Deputy Pimentel in the video and heard her say, 
“She doesn't give a fuck if he’s shot, don’t move. You'll get shot again” 

transcripts, page 7). Suspect Young was not resisting, but deputies wrestled him 
while he was on the ground. Deputy Pimentel placed her knee on the suspect’s back 
while handcuffing him. Suspect Young was picked up off the ground to his feet. 
Witness J felt deputies used excessive force and felt Deputy Pimentel was ve 
emotional, because of the verbiage she used while detaining Suspect Young 
transcripts, page 9). 


Shortly after Suspect Young was escorted from the front of the residence, Witness 
-~co the front door and was detained by deputy personnel. Witness 
stated her SE used her cell phone to record a portion of the 
incident and posted the video on the internet (Facebook Live). In the video, Suspect 
Young was on the ground near a patrol vehicle as paramedics arrived. 


IAB Note: Witness [did not provide the IAB investigator with the 


Facebook Live recording. 


On August 2, 2019, Witness was not interviewed by LKD deputies or 
homicide investigators. On January 26, 2021, An IAB investigator interviewed 

at his residence, At the time of the incident, 

was thirteen years old. Witness was sleeping in his room 

when he was awakened by his SE, Suspect Young, who was entering the 
residence. Witnes: exited his room and saw Suspect Young lying on the 
couch. Suspect Young told him the police were after him and asked him if he was shot 
transcripts, page 4). Witness SER walked to the kitchen and opened 
the back door. He saw the police in the backyard with their guns pointing at him. He 
closed the door and told Suspect Young the police were trying to shoot him because 
they thought he was the suspect. Suspect Young told him he would surrender 
GREE: onscripts, page 6). 


Suspect Young exited the front door with his hands up and surrendered. Deputies gave 
him commands to lay on the ground and he complied. Deputies surrounded Suspect 
Young and picked him up off the ground. Witness {J did not see the deputies 
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handcuff him before lifting him off the ground and escorting him to the street (EE 
transcripts, page 9). Shortly after, Witness alked out of the residence and 
was detained by deputies. Witness| saw deputies taking Suspect Young's 


clothes off and placed bandages on his injury. 


IAB Interview 


After numerous attempts to contact Witness i. on May 20, 2021, an IAB 
investigator contacted her on her cellular phone. At the time of the incident, Witness 
HB ia , which was i from 
Suspect Young's residence. Witness| agreed to participate in an interview on 
May 21, 2021. Prior to hanging up with her, she stated the following. 


Witness =z was home when she heard sirens on her street. She walked outside 
and saw Suspect Young run into backyard as the police chased him. Shortly after, 
she saw the police walk Suspect Young from E front yard to the middle of the street. 
She could see him bleeding from his chest because of the blood on his shirt. The police 
sat him on the street and provided him with medical attention. The paramedics took a 
long time to arrive, but eventually arrived. 


Witness S ecorded the events on her cell phone and posted the recording onto 
Facebook Live. She was contacted by LASD homicide investigators at one point, but 
failed to provide the video to them. She said she would email IAB investigators a copy 
of the video recording [EXHIBIT D, SEEE video). 


On August 2, 2019, LKD personnel and Homicide investigators interviewed potential 
witnesses to the incident. Some interviews were audio recorded and Witness! 

was video recorded [EXHIBIT D, homicide interviews]. IAB investigators 
reviewed the recorded interviews and included the following summaries of those who 
provided witness statements. 


Homicide Interview 

On August 2, 2019, deputy personnel and Homicide investigators interviewed 
Witnesses eS Wines: a interview was audio-recorded, 
summarized, and can be found in the Homicide casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME l, 
pages 35, 72, and 73]. IAB investigators learned Witness J was homeless and 


were unable to locate him to be interviewed. The following is a summary from his 
Homicide interview. 


Witness has known Witness and Suspect Young for many 
years. He performed odd jobs for Witness Witness {J has known 
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Suspect Young to always be in trouble and he had recently been released from jail. On 
the day of the incident, he was sweeping the driveway when he saw Suspect Young 
driving toward the residence and patrol vehicles were following him. Suspect Young 
drove onto the driveway and collided with a black utility vehicle. He exited his truck and 
ran into the backyard. Deputies told Witness {J to stand aside and out of harm's 
way. Witness did not provide further details of the incident. 


Homicide Interview 


Witness (NY Homicide interviews were summarized, audio and video 
recorded, and transcribed. The summary of these interviews can be found in the 
Homicide casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 37, 89 — 92, and Volume ll, pages 
498 - 548]. The audio and video recorded interviews are attached to this case 
[EXHIBIT D, Witness Guerrero]. Witness [J refused to participate in an 
interview with IAB investigators. The following is a summary from her Homicide 
interview. 


Witness and Suspect Young attended high school together. They begana 

in March 2019. During the months of March or April, Suspect Young 
admitted himself into a residential therapy facility located in the city of Azusa. Suspect 
Young frequently abused cocaine and marijuana which caused him to become 
paranoid. Suspect Young was also known to take psychotropic medication for 
schizophrenia or paranoia. He frequently talked about suicide and last mentioned 
suicide on August 1, 2019. Suspect Young was upset over the recent death of his 
uncle, who he had a close relationship with. Suspect Young was crying and talking to 
himself. Witness$ overheard Suspect Young say he did not want to hurt 
anyone, just himself and the devil laughed at him. 


In the early morning hours on August 2, 2019, Suspect Young drank a glass of Clorox. 
Suspect Young vomited and told her he felt better. Between the hours of 0700-0800, 
Suspect Young drove off in a white pickup truck and she ordered an UBER driver to 
take her to work. Suspect Young followed her UBER driver and at some point drove in 
front of the driver forcing him to stop. Suspect Young asked Witness Guerrero to go 
with him. Frightened and concerned for the safety of the UBER driver, she left with 
Suspect Young. 


IAB Note: Witness BE caed 9-1-1 and was on an open line while 
she was in Suspect Young’s truck while he drove her 
The audio recording and transcription of 
the 9-1-1 call was is attached to this case under EXHIBIT D. 


When they arrived at the , Witness J exited the truck and 


entered the store. She updated the 9-1-1 operator of her location and waited inside the 
store for police to arrive. Witness exited the store and was grabbed by an

officer or deputy preventing her from entering Suspect Young's truck. Suspect Young 

then drove off. Witness saw Suspect Young drive up and down Garfield 

Avenue. She saw Suspect Young stop his truck, exit, and yelled at officers. Witness 
did not provide further details. 


Homicide Interview 


On August 2, 2019, Witness as interviewed by deputy personnel and Homicide 
Investigators Adam Kirste, # and Omar Miranda, Witness Loya’s 
interview was audio-recorded, summarized, and can be found in the Homicide 
casebook [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 46, 142-143, and EXHIBIT D, homicide 
interviews]. 


Witness stated he would participate in the interview, but did not want to be 
recorded. He told the IAB investigator his statements to investigators on August 2, 
2019, were accurate and he did not have further information to add. The following is a 
summary of his Homicide interview. 


On Role 25, 2021, an IAB investigator contacted Witness {J on his cellular phone. 


Witness [J was driving a tow truck and was stopped at the intersection of Garfield 
Avenue and Century Boulevard. He saw one female and several male officers standing 
in the middle of the intersection. Witness {saw a female officer (Deputy Farias) 
throw spike strips in the street in attempt to stop the white pickup truck the police were 
pursuing. The driver of the white pickup truck turned directly toward the officers 
attempting to hit them. He was unsure if the officers were struck because the officers 
“scattered” as the truck veered toward them. One of the officers fired his gun two or 
three times at the truck. Witness believed if the officers had not moved out of the 
way, they would have been killed. 


Homicide Interview 


On August 2, 2019, Witness Ean was interviewed by deputy personnel and 
Homicide Investigators Kirste, and Miranda. Witness SE interview was audio- 
recorded, summarized, and can be found in the Homicide casebook [EXHIBIT A, 
VOLUME |, pages 47, 143, and EXHIBIT D, homicide interviews]. 


On January 25, 2021, an IAB investigator contacted Witness J on his cellular 
phone. Witness{J stated he did not want to participate in an interview, but his 
statements to investigators on August 2, 2019, were accurate. The following is a 
summary from his Homicide interview. 
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Wines: ME was in his vehicle stopped in the number two lane at Garfield Avenue 
and Century Boulevard. He saw a male and female throw a stop stick out in an attempt 
to stop the pursuit of a white pickup truck. The truck intentionally drove toward the 
officers attempting to run them over. He heard three shots fired by one of the officers. 
He could not see which officer fired and did not see the truck hit an officer. Later, a 
female officer told him she was struck by the truck. 


Homicide Interview 


On October 16, 2019, Homicide Investigators Camarillo and Aguirre interviewed 
Witness (MM over the phone. The interview was conducted in Spanish. IAB 
investigators had the interview translated into English and transcribed. The audio and 
transcribed interview is attached to this case [EXHIBIT D, homicide interviews]. The 
following is a summary of the homicide interview. 


Witness (EJ was the (J who picked up Witness on August 2, 
2019, in the city of Bellflower. As soon as she entered his vehicle, she hid in the back 
seat. Witness believed she was hiding from herf He drove away and a 
truck began to follow them. Witnes: stopped at a stop sign and a young man 
walked up and looked inside his vehicle. Witness was scared and told 
Witness to keep driving. He drove off and the truck almost collided with his 
vehicle. Witnes: stopped and the man rear ended his vehicle. 


The man exited his truck and began hitting Witness vehicle with a bar or 
baseball bat. The man opened the back door and Witness! exited his vehicle. 


He was unsure if Witness exited the vehicle on her own or if the man pulled 
her out. Witnes: appeared to be afraid of the man so she went with him. 
SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 

Suspect Joseph Young 


On August 5, 2019, Homicide Investigator Camarillo attempted to interview Suspect 
Young, but he elected to exercise his rights and not interview [EXHIBIT D, homicide 
interviews]. 


On May 5, 2021, IAB investigators requested an interview with Suspect Young and he 
elected to participate in an interview without his attorney present. On the night prior to 
August 2, 2019, Suspect Young remembered attempting suicide by drinking bleach. He 
had not taken his medication and wanted to kill himself because his uncle had died. 
When he is off his medication, he becomes irritable, irrational, and suicidal (Young’s 
transcripts, pages 3 and 4). On the morning of the incident, Suspect Young drove his 
Vines to her job Ca 
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When they arrived at the (I store, a SGPD officer (wearing a black uniform) 
pulled up and drew his firearm and told Witness J not to get into the suspect's 
car (Young's transcripts, page 6). Suspect Young was scared and drove away 
attempting to get away from the police. He drove up and down Garfield Avenue while 
SGPD and LASD personnel followed him. Suspect Young stopped and pulled out his 
phone telling the police it was a weapon and to shoot him. At that point he wanted the 
police shoot him because he still felt suicidal (Young’s transcripts, page 7). He drove 
through an intersection where he veered toward two officers. He did not have control of 
his vehicle because his tires were popped. Then an officer shot him on his chest. 


IAB Note: SGPD officers and LASD deputies wear the same color 
uniforms which are tan shirts and green pants. 


After being shot, he drove fea While driving an LASD patrol vehicle rear 
ended him approximately 10 times before arriving but he did not remember being 
rear ended in an alley. While at, his younger (Witness i) told 
him the police were going to shoot him. Suspect Young surrendered outside. He lied 
on the ground with his hand behind his back and did not resist. A female deputy ran to 
him and told him to stop resisting. He told her he was not resisting and that he was 
bleeding from being shot. She handcuffed him and threw him in back of a car. He told 
a sergeant he was shot and that sergeant told someone to get him out of the patrol 
vehicle. They threw him on the ground and ripped his clothes off. While on the ground, 
a tall Caucasian deputy, the same deputy who rear ended him, stepped on Suspect 
Young's barefoot and told him, “I hope you fucking die” (Young's transcripts, pages 3, 
11, 12 and 17). 
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
